W illiamsport 
(Pa.), October 
27tii.— 
Blaine was received here by a large crowd, 
to which he made an address on the taritl 
question. The same programme was car­ 
ried out at Lewisburg, with some rem arks 
on prohibition, as follows : 
The political 
contest in Pennsylvania this year bears a 
very striking analogy to that which closed 
in Maine in September. 
We liad a Repub­ 
lican party in the field, we bad a Demo­ 
cratic party in the field, and we had a third 
party in the field professing special devo­ 
tion to the doctrine of prohibition. Maine 
has been a prohibition State for thirty 
years, and the third party (of Prohibition­ 
ists) in this country seemed to think they 
had a particular patent right upon all tem ­ 
perance topics, and they come to Maine to 
persuade us, a prohibitory State, that the 
Republican party had better be dispossessed 
of power, and the cause of temperance 
handed over to the tender mercies and 
kind care of the Democratic party. I find 
the same condition of things in this State, 
with the exception that Pennsylvania has 
never pronounced in favor of prohibition ; 
but we find a third party organized for this 
purpose, and with tne declared intention of 
defeating the P.epublican party and of 
bringing the Democratic party into power. 
Now, whatever you may think, whatever I 
may think, or whatever anyone else may 
think as to the expediency or inexpediency 
of prohibition, we will all agree that the 
one party in the United States whicli has 
never done anything for the cause of tem ­ 
perance is the Democratic party. [Applause] 
And here in Pennsylvania, as before in 
Maine, the third party—organized especially 
to promote temporánea—works obviously 
to the end of throwing it all over to the 
control ot the natural, inherited and per­ 
petual enemies of temperance. The labor­ 
ing men of this State and of the Northern 
States are about entering on another qucs- 
tion. They are about entering on a ques­ 
tion of great and imperious magnitude. 
That is, w ith the power of the National 
Government in the hands of the Demo­ 
cratic party, there is no possible hope for 
the rise or progress of nearly two millions 
of colored laborers in the South. They 
give them no vote, they give them no 
voice, 
they 
give them no 
influence. 
They keep them living in 
huts, 
on 
starvation 
wages, and 
they are 
hur­ 
rying them by millions into competition 
with Northern men. 
Now, if the Demo­ 
cratic party holds the Government of 
this country and keeps that labor as servile 
as it was when the chains of slavery were 
fastened upon it, its competition with the 
white labor of the country wiil grow more 
and more fierce, and more and more will 
they have to confront this direct and im ­ 
portant truth—that either that great mass 
of laborers in the South m ust be raised in 
the sale of intelligence and comj>onsation, 
or they will puli Northern men to their 
level of wages. 
Gentlemen, this is no 
catch word of the campaign. 
It is no 
mere resource of political necessity. It is 
not the cry of a party defeated, nor of a 
party that expects to be victorious. It is a 
solemn, undeniable, industrial fact. Pray, 
reflect upon it.

gersoll wrote the following letter to llen iy 
George's m anagers yesterday, and it was 
read at a mass meeting later on, producing 
wild enthusiasm : “ I take this opportunity 
to state a few of my reasons for being on 
George's side in the present contest. W hile 
1 may not entirely agree with m any of his 
theories, still 1 am satisfied that all hum an 
beings are entitled to the essentials of life. 
'That is to say, water, air and land. 
I am 
satisfied that the tinre will come when no 
man will be allowed to own land which he 
does not use. W e do not want a nation of 
tenants ; that is, a nation of serfs. People 
who labor are people who th in k ; those 
who suffer and those who sympathize 
should vote together. W henever a new idea 
is advanced, people who do not under­ 
stand the old ones will begin to talk of rev­ 
olution and the horrors of 17Ñ0. 
You can­ 
not prevent revolution by attacking new 
ideas as though they were wild beasts. 
Sucli a course produces revolutions. W hen 
the people speak and the rich refuse to 
hear; when facts are denounced and preju­ 
dices are sainted, revolution is at hand. If 
the workingmen of 
New Y'ork fail to 
unite, it they fail to be true to themselves, 
they will simply earn the. contempt of their 
fellowmen. If they stand together, if they 
vote as they feel, if they are true to them ­ 
selves. they will win the respect of their 
enemies, the love and gratitude of their 
friends, and the next Mayor of New Y'ork 
will be Henry George.”

PREPARATIONS FOP. TH E EVENT COMPLETE. 


N e w Y o r k , October 28th— a . m .— Prepa­ 
rations for to-day's great event are com­ 
plete. The greatest statue of the world will 
to-day be formally unveiled, and in the 
ceremony two oi the mightiest nations of 
the earth will participate. The freedom of 
the city having been presented to Bartholdi 
and his compatriots from France, and a 
practical 
holiday declared, to-day New 
York will give itself up almost wholly to 
the celebration of the great event. Au­ 
guste Bartholdi, with whom the idea origi­ 
nated of this noble gift to America, has 
visited New York before, hut wherever he 
moved last evening he was the chief of all 
the observed. 
He is a quiet, retiring man, 
and in no wav commanding, but yet of 
good 
figure 
and 
thoughtful 
counte­ 
nance. 
He 
looks like a hard-work­ 
ing 
man, 
and 
would 
readily 
be 
taken as an active practical mechanic. 
Among his great works is the celebrated 
Lion of Bellviile, erected in commemora­ 
tion of the heroic defense of (he fortress of 
Belleville, by the French arm y, in the 
Franco-German war. 
Count do Lesseps is of the French dele­ 
gation, and is much observed. 
He is ac­ 
companied by his daughter, “ Tototte," as 
he calls her, but whose name is “ Ferdi- 
nande.” She lias twice before visited this 
country. Among the delegates are Ad­ 
m iral jaurez and Genera! Pellissier, repre­ 
senting the French Senate. Eugene Spul- 
ler, who made a splendid speech at the 
great m eeting the other night, is one of 
the French delegation. 
He is a Parisian, a 
lawyer, a Deptriyjof the Third Arrondisse- 
n ie n t; he was Gam betti’s private Secretary 
when the Republic was proclaimed in 187Ó.

5DITOR OF THE ARGONAUT: The candt- 
j dacy of Judge Jeremiah Sullivan for the 
office of Associate Justice of the Supreme (Joint 
is certainly remarkable when we consider the 
causes which led to his nomination and the 
means which are being used to secure his elec­ 
tion. His connection with the notorious Sharon 
case has been the main stepping-stone to his 
nomination by the Democratic party. He cer­ 
tainly would not have been a formidable candi­ 
date for the nomination if lie had not rendered 
the decision in that case. Yet because of that 
decision, or some influence connected with it, 
he was nominated over the heads of men more 
learned oud able aud with much greater expe­ 
rience ihau himself. It is interesting to follow 
the causes which led to this nomination aud 
their connection with the Sharon case. 
During 
the early part of the history of this case George 
W. Tyler championed the plaintiffs cause, and 
was her sole legal adviser, conducting for his 
client this celebrated litigation in its many com­ 
plications, civil ami criminal, before the State 
and United States Courts. It was not until the 
divorce case hud been transferred from Judge 
Finn to Judge Sullivan for trial that additional 
counsel v ere brought iu to aid the plaintiff. Then 
there were secured from time to time to assist 
Tyler, no less than five additional counsel, and, 
what is most remarkable about the selection of 
these additional counsel, is that they were all 
Democrats, and some of them the leading poli 
ticiansof that party in this sítate. First came 
Judge Terry, a most influential Democratic jH>li 
tician; then Colonel Flournoy, another leading 
Democrat, with his partner, Mhoon. also a Dem­ 
ocrat ; then Walter H. Levy, a prominent local 
politician, who now holds a judicial ]>osition 
secured through his jiolitical influence; and 
last, but not least, W. W. Foote, a reputed leader 
among the Democratic politicians of the state, 
holding the important office of Railroad Com 
missioner. 
Why did Tyler, the shrewd aud cunning law­ 
yer, select all of his assistance from lawyers 
who were members of the same political party 
with Judge Sullivan ? Why did he select every 
time not only a Democrat, but a loading poli­ 
tician of that party .’ Tyler was a Republican. 
If he wanted simply a good lawyer, why did he 
overlook the lawyers ot liis own political faith ? 
And even if he preferred Democratic lawyers, 
why did he pass by sue i. men as Hall McAllister, 
Samuel Wilson and John Garber, who are Dem­ 
ocrats, but at the same time greater lawyers 
than politicians? 
Tyler collected as much political sagacity and 
influence as anf five lawyers couia contain 
Five greater lawyers might easily have been 
selected, but certainly not five greater lawyer 
politicians of leading influence in the Demo­ 
cratic party. These lawyers were selected from 
different parts of the State. Terry was strong 
in San Joaquin, Fresno and Tulare counties. 
Foote and Mhoon were strong in Alameda 
county and in the State generally, as was also 
Flournoy. 
Levy was an excellent political 
manager in San Francisco, in with the machine 
and the boys generally. It is evident that this 
selection of lawyers was not made with a view 
simply to local influence in San Francisco. 
It 
was mode with a view to securing the political 
services and influence of these lawyers in some 
wider field. Had Judge Sullivan decided the 
Sharon case against this battalion of Democratic 
lawyers, his political-judicial career would not 
have reached its present flourishing growth. 
Had such decision been made, ii is hard to 
conjecture the fate ot Judge Sullivan, when 
we 
think 
for a moment 
of 
the 
fierce 
onslaught 
made 
by 
these lawyers 
upon 
the Judges of the Supreme Court for simply 
deciding that Sharon had the lighr to appeal 
from Judge Sullivan's decision. Not only «lid 
these lawyers scandalously abuse and traduce 
the Supreme Judges for their decision, but Judge 
Terry went before the late special session of the 
Legislature and endeavored to remove the en­ 
tire Court, and, failing in ihis, endeavored to 
remove two of those Judges who had decided 
a^aiust him, made complaint against them 
charging physical and mental incompeteney, 
which charge was investigated by the Legisla­ 
ture and declared without foundation. We may 
well inquire, What would have become of Judge 
Sullivan had his decision been adverse to these 
lawyers, who did not hesitate to attempt the 
destruction of the six Supreme Judges whose 
only offense was iu holding that they had the 
right to hear the appeal taken by Sharon from 
Judge Sullivan’s decision? 
But Judge Sullivan did not incur the displeas­ 
ure of these political lawyers. On the contrary, 
he directed that Sharon pay to their client 
twenty-five hundred dollars per mouth for her 
support, and awarded to these lawyers fifty-five 
thousand dollars as a preliminary fee in the 
great litigation that had only fairly begun. 
And accordingly we find each one of these Dem­ 
ocratic lawyers exercising to the utmost his 
jKditical influence to elevate Judge Sullivan to 
the Supreme bench, aud this at a time when the 
Sharon case was pending before him upon the 
motion for a new trial. These lawyers appear 
in force among the delegates of the State Demo­ 
cratic Convention, in close companionship and 
firm iKilitical alliance with Judge Sullivan. 
Together they urged, by every art and practice 
of the modern t»oliticiau. the nomination of 
Judge Sullivan. This candidate for high judi­ 
cial honors opened his political “headquarteis” 
during the Convention at one of the hotels of 
this city. Here delegates were entertained and 
votes traded in favor of Judge Sullivan. He mar­ 
shaled in person his forces, assisted by the lair 
plaintiff iu the Sharon case and her retinue of 
Democratic lawyers. No such spectacle was ever 
presented iu this State. Here wus a Superior 
Judge, before whom a great case was pending 
upon motion for new* trial, seeking a nomina­ 
tion for the Supreme bench, with the assistance 
of one of the parties to this case and her 
lawyers, who had already made open war upon 
Judges of the Supreme Court for an adverse de­ 
cision made in the same case, 'ihev were openly 
exercising their power to reward the Judge who 
had already given a favorable decision, but 
who still had the power ami discretion to set 
aside that decision and require their client to 
present anew her case for a reinvestigation. 
l’nese lawyers had already shown their de­ 
termination to destroy the Judges of the Su­ 
preme Court for staying the immediate execu­ 
tion of Judge Sul ivau’s judgment requiring 
payment of sixty thousand dollars alimony ami 
counsel fees. 
Judge Sullivan, well knowing 
these facts.joins forces with the litigant in his 
Court and her lawyers to secure for himself the 
rich prize of a place upon the Supreme bench 
of the State. 
Would it not be .strong evidence of bribery if 
these lawyers were to give Judge Sullivan the 
amount of one year’s salan* upon the Supreme 
bench ? W’hat shall we call it when they dler 
iiim the twelve years’ tenn in that high jKisiiion, 
with all its honors and emoluments ? What 
would he suid of a Supervisor who would make 
a political alliance for his own advancement 
with parties interested iu a decision to l*e made 
by the Board of which he is a member? Would 
this gain him a reputation for honesty ? And 
yet it is said that Judge Sullivan is an honest 
man. that he vs ill not accept a bribe, because he 
decided a case against a rich man. Have rich 
men only the power to bribe Judges? Can not 
those who can give or take away what is more 
valuable than money, commit the offense of 
bribery ? After Judge Sullivan had secured the 
coveted nomination for Supreme Judge through 
the 
assistance 
of 
this 
litigant 
and her 
lawyer, lie gave a final decision m her favor bv 
denying the defendant’s motion for a new trial. 
Was I his surprising ? Would it not have been most 
surprising had Judge Sullivan found it his duty 
to grant a new trial of the great case ? And is 
it possible f«»r any one to contend thnt Judge 
Sullivan before making this decision did not al­ 
low him self to become subject to influences 
more persuasive than gold or silver could offer? 
What more appears iu this canvass for the Su­ 
preme Judgeship? We w ill pass over tbe details 
of how Foote and Mhoon voted the Alameda 
delegation of twenty-four votes for Judge Sulli­ 
van, notwithstanding the fact that these votes 
were pledged in favor of Judge McKee; and, 
also, how Judge Terry secured and voted the 
delegations of .San Joaquin and Fresno counties 
in favor of Judge Sullivan; and, also, the gen­ 
eral activity of Terry, Mhoon, Flourney. Foote, 
aud Levy in the Convention and in the lobby in 
favor of Judge Sullivan’s candidacy. 
I t was not enough for those leading Demo­ 
cratic lawyers, having personal interest in the 
success of Judge Sullivan, to combine all their 
forces in his favor; something more was needed, 
and accordingly we have the spectacle of a 
candidate for the Supreme Bench using the 
church ol which he is au active member to se­ 
cure him votes in the nominating Convention. 
As evidence of this, there were seen upon the 
floor <>f the Convection a number of priests iu 
this church, who exercised a manifest influence 
upon the members of their church who were 
delegates in the Convention. We need not give 
a peu-pic.ture of 
how these priests moved 
among the delegates, gave them instructions, 
and how the li«11 was packed with a crowd of 
Judge Sullivan’s friends, who made the place 
resound with their howls and cheers whenever 
Sullivan's name was mentioned during the tak­ 
ing of the ballot—how the noted female plaintiff 
in the Sharon case moved about the half in con­ 
spicuous position drumming up recruits to the 
stamiard of this candidate. These weic some 
of the remarkable phenomena which attended 
the nomination of Judge Jeremiah Sullivan for 
Supreme Judge. If there was one thing more 
disgraceful than another, k certainly was the 
presence of the electioneering priests upon the 
floor of this Convention, using their religious 
iuftuence and control over delegates to accom­ 
plish this nomination. It is to be hoped that 
th¿ sc priests do not reprefent the authority of 
their great and influential church, that they 
were acting outside of their duties as Irgh func­ 
tionaries of that organization. 
.Since his nomination Judge Sullivan has left 
hi* Court to engage in a personal canvass 
throughout the btaie. He has accompanied 
Foote and Tarpey in their canvass through the 
San Joaquin valley and the southern part # the 
riat-. It may be questioned whether a judicial 
candidate t an make a dignified personal can­ 
vass for votes, but certainly no one can doubt 
the indelicacy of Judge Sullivan accompanying, 
in a great poikiral canvass, a ianryer in the 
Shaxon case who has a large contingent interest 
in it. 
Judge Sullivan Is not deterred by the uniform 
custom among candidates for tbe highest judi­ 
cial office to stand aloof from the muddy pool 
of politics. <>n the contrary, he has adopted 
all the devices of the ward politician. His ban- 
j ner may be seen, emblazoned with his flatter­ 
ing portrait, stretch'd acros* the principal 
; street of this city, among the adornments of 
! like character erected by candidates for ;ocal 
j offices. His cards may l.e found in the drinking- 
i saloons and by-ways of this city. 
} 
That Judge Sullivan should naturally resort 
to these practices is not astonishing, wfc* n we 
j consider the fact that lie was originaliy brought

“ LAM) OF THE DAKOTAS.” 
Some Interesting Facts from a Family 
Recently Residing 1 here. 
A man came into the Immigration Office 
in this city a few days' since, and handed 
a letter to Dr. Latham, which had been 
written by him to the bearer some time 
ago. The letter was addressed to the 
stranger where he resided m northern Da­ 
kota, and contained information concern­ 
ing the climate and resources of California, 
and the opportunities for moderate invest­ 
ments. He said he came to see if we 
actually had a winterless climate, and a 
good fruit country, as lie had been told 
there was a great deal of exaggeration in 
statements concerning it. 
Dr. Latham 
called his attention to some < Ictober 
peaches that were upon his table, when the 
man inquired what they were. The Doctor 
was surprised at the evidently sincere ques­ 
tion, and replied that tncy were peaches. 
The stranger took one of them in his hands 
and said : “ I never saw a peach before in 
my 'life, except those that were canned.” 
He said that in Dakota, where he had 
lived, no fruit whatever could be ¿town 
but Siberian crab-apples, as no other kind 
would stand the climate, and the winters 
are so cold that even crab-apple trees will 
freeze to the heart and die. The ground, 
he says, will freeze four or five feet in 
depth, and the snow lies upon the ground 
five or six months every year. The winters 
are so long and severe that stock has to be 
fed between six and seven months every 
season. 
Dr. Latham then took the man out to a 
fruit store, and, after witnessing the be­ 
wildering stare which was given to the 
fine array of different varieties, purchased a 
few pounds ot grapes and some peaches, 
and accompanied the hoiueseeker to the 
depot, where his wife and three children 
awaited his return. Strange to say, nei­ 
ther the man nor any of his family had 
ever before seen a grape nor peach. The 
woman remarked that she was born in 
northwestern Minnesota, and had always 
lived there or in northern Dakota, and no 
fruit was grown at either place, nor brought 
there. 
After a brief stay in the city they accom­ 
panied Dr. Latham to the foothills in 
search of land for a home. Stopping at a 
ranch, a fire was built in the evening to 
take off the. chill from the room where 
they were sitting, which occasioned fur­ 
ther remarks upon life in Dakota. The 
wife of the stranger took up a piece of 
wood, and looking at it as if it was a curi­ 
osity. said : “ During seven years that we 
have lived in Dakota, we have never had a 
stick of wood to burn nor a piece of coal. 
Our only fuel has been hay. 
They then 
explained how- the hay was twisted into 
knots and then burned in a stove. Every 
time a stove-lid was taken otf, the light 
ashes would rise and float about the room. 
The weather, the man said, was so cold 
in the winter that they could not stand it 
to twist the hay out of doors, preparatory 
to burning, and preparing it in the house 
kept the room constantly littered like a 
barn. The hay also, he said, would keep a 
fire but a short time, and then it had to be 
replenished. In the coldest weather it was 
necessary to get up several times a night 
and put a renewed supply of hay into the 
stove, in order to keep vegetables in a 
cellar underneath from freezing. 
The 
country there they describe as a bleak, 
level plain, with a cold wind coming 
down from the north and almost beyond 
endurance in its severity. 
After looking about the foothills a short 
time, the liome-seeker asked his wife if she 
was willing to go back to Dakota, when 
she replied that she would go only upon 
the condition that he would take b'ack the 
trees, fruits and climate which they had 
found in California. As a result of the 
foothill visit, the man purchased a ranch of 
160 acres, on which were very comfortable 
buildings, and also a small’ orchard and 
vineyard in bearing, and about 100 acres 
cleared, (laying about $2,000. They imme­ 
diately took possession, and are hanpy as if 
they had merged from perdition into Para­ 
dise. And yet Dakota is being boomed at 
the East as a desirable place in which to

BANK COMMISSIONERS. 
Their Eighth Annual Report—W hat they 
Say About Silver. 
The report of the Bank Commissioners 
of the State of California: Wm. F.W hite, 
W. W. Moreland and A. W. Potts, has just 
been received from the hands of the State 
Printer. It is an exhaustive and complete 
statement of the condition of every bank 
in the State, a report of 420 pages, neatly 
printed and handsomely bound. 
Their report shows that twenty-two 
savings banks in the State under their 
charge hold in their keeping $03,000,000, 
almost wholly the hard earnings of the 
working people, while the deposits in the 
seventy-four commercial banks reach only 
about $40,500,000. The present law re­ 
quires that each bank shall be examined 
twice a year. This the Commission finds 
to be utterly impossible; for in some cases 
where the banks do a large business it 
takes a whole week to critically examine 
all the details of the business. They give 
a detailed description of how they’ conduct 
an examination. SECURITY. 
They say : We discourage the leaning of 
money to flouring mills, lumber mills, and 
all sorts of enterprises, such as fruit can­ 
ning corporations, and the like, without de­ 
manding ample security for the money’ 
loaned. And it is a curious fact, that so 
far, our advice in this respect, when disre­ 
garded, has always resulted in a loss to the 
bank, sometimes sweeping away its whole 
reserve, and in some instances even impair­ 
ing its capital as well. We do all we can to 
discourage and prevent the officers and di­ 
rectors of banks from loaning the bank's 
money to eacli other. The practice is bad 
in itself, and liable to abuse that is almost 
criminal. We sometimes find officers and 
directors of a bank partners in some exten­ 
sive enterprise of great apparent usetulness 
to the locality in which the bauk is doing 
business, influencing the Board of Directors 
of the bank to make large loans to this 
favorite enterprise, without requiring se­ 
curity, that is absolutely and beyond all 
doubt good. This is all wrong, and gener­ 
ally ends in disaster to the bank. Nine out 
of every ten banks that fail, do so from 
abuses in this direction, and the stock­ 
holders of a bank cannot be too watchful 
of tlje action of their officers and directors 
in this respect. 
CURRENCY. 
It may be of interest to state that in our 
examinations, as a rule, we now find much 
more currency than formerly in the banks. 
This is particularly so in the southern 
counties of the State. The marked change 
in this respect is undoubtedly owing to a 
large Eastern emigration that for the last 
four years has been flowing into those 
counties. 
The prejudice in California against the 
use of paper money’ is still very strong, but 
undoubtedly modified. 
SILVER. 
The silver standard dollar seems every 
day to increase in popularity in our State. 
The country banks find the unabated de­ 
mand for it hard to meet. 
Most of them 
receive from one to three thousand dol­ 
lars a week from the Sub-Treasury in San 
Francisco, the expense of the transfer being 
paid by the General Government. This 
rapidly goes into circulation and disappears, 
no one knows where, as it never returns to 
the hanks. It seems to remain among the 
people, as a necessary medium of trade. 
We find by our investigation on this point, 
that it does not return to the city through 
the agencies of the countiy merchant, for 
they do not pay their bills in San Francisco 
in silver. They seldom send a dollar of 
silver to the city, either to liquidate their 
debts or purchase new goods. All this is 
done by drafts on the city banks, or with 
gold and currency sent through the post­ 
office or express. The only two avenues 
by which the silver dollar seems to find its 
way back to the city, is through the settle­ 
ments made by the country postoffices with 
the main postoffice in San Francisco, and 
the settlements made with various railroad 
stations throughout the State and the head 
office in San Francisco. But through these 
avenues cannot he traced one-fifth of the 
amount constantly streaming into the in­ 
terior of the State through the local coun­ 
try banks. 
There never was a proposition so un­ 
animously unpopular with the people of 
California as that proposing to stop the 
coinage of the silver dollar. 
The fight so bitterly waged by Eastern 
money dealers against silver, has had the 
effect in our State of keeping our large city 
banks in a constant state of alarm, lest 
they might be caught with a depreciated 
currency iu their vaults. The consequence 
is, that though disapproving of this anti­ 
silver crusade, they are yet forced, as it 
were, to take part iu it in a quiet way, by 
avoiding silver as much as it s ¡possible. It 
seems plain that if the anti-silver war in 
(lie Eastern States was decidedly discour­ 
aged by our Government it would soon 
cease, and that there would be but little 
further trouble in the continued coinage oí 
silver.

TVHEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
IT state of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 


S e c tio n 1. Ail property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
vulue, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, i.= hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; proivtcd, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as may belong to 
the United States, tills State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
la: exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
inlit trees shall be deemed to be and shail be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
proricUd /iirhar, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Sec: ion Ten ot this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled iu 
this state, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or r.ct earnings, tn lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except iu care of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. S. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
ear!, taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop- 
ertv, real aud personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, oa or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earnings,earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon tho thirty-first dav of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
ali other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right ot way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop- 
crtv. 'Ail other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall tie assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall bo, annually, 
Defore the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the gross an­ 
nual earuings thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by taking: 


Firti-The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been tamed wholly 
within this State. 
Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shail 
he ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, boars to**be 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken aud deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purj>oees of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of thiE 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of Interstate eaminp to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
atl railroads operated as one sys'em thail be 
treated as on« road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund of thiB 
State, aDd two-thiris thereof shall b.- paid to 
the county or counties in which said rai mad is 
situated, {n proportion to the length of the rail 
road 0(>eraled in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
couuty sha!' be treated asacotmty. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shaii be­ 
come due. or within thirty days the reader, shall 
be deemed io have waived tbeirrigbt to operate 
their railroads within this htate. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such renaiticc 
as the legislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, andmaj 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
máv by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the’same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common reboot district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And ail raüroad?, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
nr town, shail be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be essessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such eases and amounts and In such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. Ho Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc­ 


tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
fame property has becu taxed more than once 
tor the same purpose iu the tame year, and then 
oul; upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid main the property in question; 
prm idcd. that in alt cases actions mav oe main­ 
tained against the > ax Collect >r to 'recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenreu within thirtv davs after 
such illegal taxes have been paid.’ It fhall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brou. ht, to try them, upon the request 
of eilher party, in advance of all other ciTil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided.

Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
Interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on aj- 
eeoilnt of any such assessment, tax. interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop' ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in lull force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shail be made in the year eighteen 
hundred aud eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 
Toesdaj, November 2, 1886,

Number One,” and the b a llo ts used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,” or the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One," 
written or printed thereon.
